1. The fundamental change in the political situation and »articularly tne 
continual fear of compulsory repatriation caused almost complete inactivity 
on the part of the Russian emigrants in Germary and elsewhere during the 
first two and a half years after the German collepse. 


<. A certain change occurred in this respect after the end of 1947, when the 
faar of repatriation abated and American-Sovict relations began to be strained. 
Since that time, increasing activity of Russian emigrant organizations has been 
noticeable, and ~articularly a revival of the old and a growth of new rivelries 
between vrincivles, organizations, and personnel. Certain efforts at unification 
ar coordination have not yet had any etriking succese. 


3. The present emigration is essentially different from that of the period after 
World War I. The so-called “old emigration" (first emigration), numbering about 
two nillion persons, was comosed for the most »art of the remainder of the 
White Army and belonged by virtue of its social structure chiefly to she uprer 
Classea-~the officers and the intellectual grcups. 


4, On the other hand, the "new emigvation" (second emigration), consisting of 
persons who left the territory of the USSR between the outbreak of World War IJ 
and the German collapse, 4s numerically stronger but also considerably less 
unified because it is composed of sersons of all social strata. 


5. Those persons who leit the USSR after World War II are referred. to hevein as 
the third emigration. The main difference between this group and she second 
emigration ia that in the third euigration military personnel and officials 
from Soviet-occeupied territory are in the majority. These emigrants hold 
thenselve’ aloof to a certain extent from the displaced persons ani the latter's 
attitudes. Their atrength lies ir the fact that they have not beea displaced 
by anyone but have broken with the Soviet rerine on their own initiative. Te 
total number of emigrants at present ig srobably between three end four infi.lior. 


6. The old emigration had a well-functioning orgenization. The new one “irs$ had 
to form such an organization and, in doing se, it was voroved that she new ami= 
eration had aven legs capable and recognized leaders than its predecessor. Ther, 
too, the old emigrants held themselves aloof for a long time from she new onae,

whom they suspected and who were not equal in rank: for the old ones folt that 
they alone were the tried and true anti~Communists, forgetting how far removed 
from present-day Soviet reality they had become in 30 years. The mitual atrugels¢ 
over the Vlassov movement eliminated the aloofness only temporarily. 


In the following varagraphs, only those organizations of the old enigr: ition 
which still exist today will be discussed, witk special consideration ‘io the 
enigration in Gernany. 


Ao OQRGANIZATION OF THE OL.) EMIGRATION

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ROVS (Russki Od shehi Voinski Soyuz = General Russim Military Unt Union) 


ROVS was the firet group organization of Hugsian e.lgrants. After eiring up 
the battle against the Bolshevi':s in 1921, the remainder of the White iruy was 
evacuated first from the Crimea to Gallipoli ani Lemnos, later to Bulgeria 

(lst Corps and the Cogsack Corps) and to Yugoslavia (Cavalry Corps). Irom the 
already extant military organizations such as tne Organization of General Staff 
Officers (Ubshchestvo Offitserov Generalnogo Shtaha), the Order of the nights 
of St. George (Soyuz Georgiyevskikh Kavalerov), ani the Organization of the 
Gallipolites (Obshchestvo Gallipolitsev), the latter a canouflaged military 
organization, eneral Wrangel founded ROVS in Belgrade in 1924. The purpose of 
establishing this purely nilitary organization was the maintenance and strength= 
ening of the military cadre of the remaining White Army for the purpose of sone 
tinuing the war against the Bolshevilss. 


The firet chairman of ROVS was Genoral Wrangel, who was directly suborcinate to 
the Grand Duke Nikolai Nikolayevich (uncle of the Tsar). After Wrangel's death, 
General Aleksandr Pavlovich Kutepevy took over the chairmanship, He was Later 
abducted in Paris by Bolshevik agents. After that, the chairman wan General Tey 
geni Karlovich Miller, who was betrayed to ths Soviets by General Nilolal 
Vladimirovich Skoblin and his wife, the singer Nadechda Plevwizkaye, ant. was 
likewise abducted to the Soviet Union. General Aleksei Petrovich Arkhengelski, 
who resides in Brussels, became the next chairman and continues to cecypy the 
post.

in the United States, Generals Imsdse and Kudberg vere installed as heeds of 
the ROVS, but both have died. in their place cane tteneral Yonov, whe also 
represents the interests of ROVS in Oanada. 


ROVS is almost the only orgenizaticn in the "old emigration™ which in atove 
party politics. its structure ia simply anc clearly military. Bren though 

the majority of its members doubtlessly lean very mach toward monarchist views 
inwardly, the directorate has nevertheless made it a policy not to interfere 

in any way with internal enigrent party intrigues o7 to obligate 4taelf in aay 
way. On the other hand, ROVS wittingly cperated an 4{nformation serv.ce in the 
USSR, the leading organ of which wes the so-called “Inner Line", fouiviec. and 
mansged by Captain Voas. Also, the acts of terrorism in Leningrad ani cther 
places in the Soviet Union, execution of which lay in V. A. Lariovow's hands, oce 
curred with the knowledge of ROYS. aaa 


Even such crises as arose from the abducting of the ROVS directors Goaerals 
Kutepor (1929) and Miller (1937) eculd not destroy HOVS but proved, oa the 
other hand. what significance the Soviets ascribe to this organization. The 
following event serves as an illustration: Abovt 1926-29 the son of Veneral 
Fedor F. Abramov, Nikolai Abramor, arrived illegally jn Hamburg. He saat. 
allegedly escaped from a Soviet ship. When the White army retreater., General 
Abranoy bad left hia minor son Nikolai with his cranimother and had received 
no neve of him from Ruasia. From Eancurg, young Abramov, who meantine had been 
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apprehended by German police, was transferred to Koabit jail in Berlin, Wik. 
astonishing rapidity the young boy was able to ascertain the place where hie 
father was staying. The latter had meantine become chtef of Division TIL of 

ROVS in Bulgaria. Yia the German police, the con sent his father news of nie 
imprisonment. Through intervention of his father, young Abramov was trant- 
ferred to Bulgaria and, likewise on his father's request, was Closely "yA SC206. 
Nevertheless, nothing suspicious could be ascertained in his behavior. Nes 

until the following year was Captain Voss successful, with the help of the 
Bulgarian police, in convicting young Nikolai Aborpemoy as an agent of tae Soviet 
Union. (Yoss was one of General Abramov's assistents and founder of tae Tuner 
Line.) In his devotion to the Soviet Ualon, ycungs Abramov went so far as to 
betray even his father and his activities to the Soviets. Thanks ts tae position 
which General Abramov meantime hai created for hinself in Bulgaria, the Bulgarian 
police prevented the matter from becoming an official scandal. The goa was 
deported and went to France, whither he was followed by his wife Nina and her 
mother, Dentist Konshina. His further fate is unimown, but in 1947 unconfirmed 
rumors had it that he had apyesred in Munich-Pasing with the TRO. Gensral Fedor 
Abranov lived in the Parsch Camp near Salzburg after his flight fron Bilgerte. 
but some time ago moved to his brother's in the USA. 


In World War I1,ROVS participated actively in the battle against Bolshevism. 
The most important unit composed of members of the ROYS was the ROK (Russki 
Okhranny Korpus = Bugsian Security Corps) in Yugoslavia. Countless other ROVS 

members carried on the fight in the ranksa of ROA (Russkaya Osvoboditelisya 
Armiya ~ Russian Liberation Army of General Vlassoy) against the Sovietm on the i 
Bastern Front, 


Since ROVS also concerned itself with the planning and carrying ou} o! recon 
naissance and sehotage activities in the Soviet Union before the outbraak of 

the last war, but because of existing directions of Gencral Wrangel (Onder No. 82) 

was not vermitted to be politically active, yet on the other hand was interested 

in attracting new, younger members, an attempt was nade to create youth organ= 
§zations outside of ROVS, specifically from among the sons of BOVS nombers. Tn 
this manner the present N@S originated. 


ROVS itself is now, for practical purposes, a traditional organization of the 
old Russien officer corps. This organization ¢ecreases in value from year to 
year and, as a result of its age, is no longer 4 political factor aad can no 
longer produce any great results. Nevertheless, 4t remains without doubt the. 
best manned and most dependable organization among the emigrants. The explan= 
ation for this fact is that the "new emigrants" seldom find acceptance in the 
old organization. 


ROVS also had various imitators. Phe Legitinicts (see Para. 25) and the Young. 
Russians (see Para. 26) made an attempt to imitate it at the end of the 1920s 
by founding the Officer's Corpa of the Taariet Aruy and Navy , but this organ= 
4zation never became a serious competitor of ROVS. Even the present-dry Con= 
federation of Andrew's Flag (SAF) has thesame ides as its basis. ‘his organ= 
ization Led by Glasenap>, was to be for the foruer Viassov officers what ROVS 
was for the old officers. Recently, an intense activity has been noticeable ia 
ROVS. The organization's duties lie chiefly ip using its experience, tradition, 
and rigid military organization to help the new enuigration in educating ant 
choosing e select grown of Leaders. 


Two organizations must be considered as belonging +o ROVS even though they are 
outwardly separated from ROVS. One is the Union of Russian War Invalics (First 
World War)(Soyue Rugskikh Voyennikh Invalicov l-oi Mirovoi Voiny) in Perils. 

In Munich the Central Administration 1s composed of Major General Cherepov 

and Major General Trussev. The other organization is the Kazak Union (Kazechy 
Soyuz), whose chairman is General Count Grahbe. 
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WMS _(Vyseh4. Monarkhicheski Sovet - Sporeme Mcnarchist Council) 


In spite of the fact that this group is not varticularly strong numerically, 
3% merite considerable attention »ecause of its ertraordinary activity, VMS 
considers itself and its ideal the ona and only ideological link among the 
Russian emigrants in the fight to the finizh agairst Bolshevism. In tiie 
vaspect, the lack of an ideological principle in the White Russian novement 

48 pointed out as an explanation of its failure. VMS believes that the complex 
of fixed ideas of the opponent mist be confronted by an equally rigid ideology 
and, moreover, that the history of Russia las taught that this country needs a 
leader and that in the long run this could be only a legitimate monarch. One 
o£ the weaknesses of VMS lies in the fact that the vresent preteuder to the 
throne, Crown Prince Viadimir, at first held hinself very much atooft, though 
probably not hecause VMS did not express itself clearly and unequivocally in 
favor of lagitimist views, <A further weasmess lies in the lack of strong 
leaders within the council. 


Since the very conservative range of ideas of VHS aot infrequently s8ene 
extrenely incomprehensible and outmoded to the younger generation, and since 
¥MS (perhaps not without provocation from Soviet azents) often indulges in 
tactless invectives against persons with differing opinions, time and again 

it has proved to be the stumbling block which prevented the rational ccordi~ 
nation of the anti-Bolshevik emigrotion. Since ths VMS has recently succeeded 
in having its people installed in several importans positions in general emi- 
gration orgenizations 4a the western zones of Germany, 1t strikes a more con- 
ciliatory note and even attempts to effect transactions with the Russien Social 
Democracy, whose main force lies in the United States. Nevertheles:, ro positive 
results are evident. The center of ecravity of she WMS lies for the time being - 
in the Munich area.

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As already mentioned, a decree was iasued by Gen, Wrangel, founder of ROTS,. 

to refrain from any political activity. On the other hand, 20VS undestook 
the accomplishment of reconnaissance and sabotage activities in the Soviet 
Union, which required the political development of the members. To this 

end, NSH (which waa vrovided for that purpose) tendered its services %o 
General Kutepoy, who at this time was attached to the Grand Duke Nikclad 
Nikolayevich and who led the underground battle against the Soviets. General 
Kutepov referred NSM te Gantain Voss, according so whose directions the activiiiy 
was begun. Ina order to obtain political control over the NSM, agents of Capt. 
Voss who were responsible to him were installed in NSM. In this manner, the 
so-called “Inner Line" came into being, which aciuely enabled Captain Voss 

%o supervise NSH politically. 


fn time, oppositions developed between the leading versonalities of PSM on 
one side (Gaorgiyevski, Baidalakey, Roghdestvensii, and others) and the 
successor to General Kutepow (General Abramov ani his co-worker Voss) on the 
other. NSM, which sought power in the emigration and wished to free itself 
from the influence of ROVS at any vrice, notwithstanding the subsidies ro- 
ceived from Generals Kutepov and Miller, began a carmaign in the emigration 
press and in public against the contimance of the "Inner Line! . 


in order not to be occupied completely with the cuelling of intrigues and 
provocations and in order to be abla to sursue the goals established, all 

the collaborators in the "Inner Lins" were removed from the ranks of NSM 

after 1930. (NSM had, in the meantime, been renameé NSNE.) Until the outbreal- 
of World War TI, the practical activity of NUS 644 not exceed the bounds 

of the usual patrictic Russian emigrant organizations. 


The national Russian organizations,amonge them NT, enffered a shock fron the 
Soviet-German treaty. Only after the beginning cf the war between the Gernans 
and the Soviets did the problem become acute as to what vosition was to be 
talen in regard to the new develownent. Since, on the German side, the goals 
of the eastern policy were rather olsinly declared, 1t was net sagy for 
patriotically minded elements to find a platform without heving to make strong 
compronises with their own consciences. 


It was the desire of the NTS, on ono hand, to unseat the Seviets with the aid 

of Germany and, on the other hand, +o guard the Eussian people against biological 
amnihilation if possible. Thus, NPY from thea very start was not prepared for 

a battle to the extreme but attenoted to infiltrete its members and hangars-on 
into various German administrative vosts in the castern territory, with the 
ultimate aim of taking over the administration if the oecasion should arise. 

They held themselves aloof from the actual fighting troovs. 


fhe not exactly gentle methods of the Germans in adrinistering the east and 
likewise the imrudent treatment in many eases of the workere in German *ter- 
ritory caused considerable national resentment within the ranks of the MS. 
They forgot that in a total war againet tho Soviets 14 ie quite immaterial 
who the opponent of the Soviet Union js. Outs of pity for the Russian people, 
which without doubt suffered under che German attack, there developed in part 
aympathy for the real opponent. Thus it was possible that. particularly in 
the circles of N&S, elements which worked directiy for the Soviets found 
shelter and unquestioning support. Several sersons from HTS circles who were 
installed in various German posts remained in Berlin after the Soviet ensry 
and did and still do work for the Soviets, In next, they were subordinased 
to the Ministry of Propaganda, as was Serr Makhonin. One succeeded in gstting 
as far as the rank of an 55 Ohief Séorm Troover end, in this somewhat wrisual 
way, finally landed with the Soviets. He was the former Imperial Russian 
Captain Tikhmenev. 


Ae previously mentioned, NPS had remained aloof «%} first from the real fighting. 
The first Soviet deserters, who fought under German leadership as eastera troors, 
were go filled with anti-Bolshevik hatred that they were even prepare! for the 
gake at the battle to Solerate certoin German injustices in the bargain. “hey 
were iupervious to the national reseotmeng of N&O. Only after tae German Aru 
set up a vroveganda unit Comoosea o. former war «risoners in Vabendor! near

in the German camps were suhjectec to more humiliations than the auxiliary 
troops. All the well-known persons of the Dabendorf unit, from whish the

conduct of NTS awakened the lispression among the followers of ROA that food 
relations in the camps of democracy were assured and that, after ultinate 
German collapse, the noasibility existed of contimiing the fight fo> the 
Liberation of the homeland with new allies. General Vlassov himcel? wis 
uonevbat skeptical of N@S. Through the influence of ROA and throveh NUS, 
she new troops were infected with national resentment and the icfeverces 
aud incidents between members of ROA and the Germans increased. 


Shortly before the German collapse, an onen revolt of the First Division of 
ROA occurred in the vicinity of Prasne, which rasuited in the capture «Lf the 
nojority of the troops ty Soviet troons. The RCA forces under the command of 
Lé, Col. Tenserov was probably remponsible for this effair. It woud have 
been an sassy matter for him to find out that ths Czech insurrection wac a 
Soviet matter. not a nationsl one. As far as ia kaown, General Vlassor was 
opposed to the revolt. Ho had set himself a goal of bringing thoae under hin 
over ta ‘the american side with the fewest voasible losses so thas, in case 
of conflict between the groupe which had been foresd to becoms allies, he 
could place his units at the disnceal of the desocvatie block. The division 
commander Bunyrchenko, who had boundlees anbition, and the LA of the division, 
Sikolayev, whoge role is still unexplained. carrie’ out the revolt eczainst 
Viessov's will. Just what vreparatory roles Tenasevoy and some of hia egents 
(anong then Captains Dalek and Khuyrov) played has never been satisfactorily 
xplained. The higher command of the divisions and the troops hat to pay for 
this ezpériment with their lives. Tenserov and Valski escaped to the American 
side; Ehoyrovy disapeeared, but whether or not he deserted to the Soviets could 
not be ascertained. Tenseroy disepveared in the Manchehof Camp near Kessel, 
from which peint he has been active for NUS undoar the name of Vetlugin. Leter 
he moved to Limburg. Meantime, in a ~whlic address, he declared hingelf sevarated 
from NTS, whose activities ha disavowed. These three officers were HTS members. 


The remnants of ROA, which are to be found in the American Zone, hare for the 
most part digsolved and disap eared from sight as DPa. A mumber remained in the 
prisoner-of-war cam) in Landau under the command of General Meendrov, who was 

a confirmed adherent to Ss, As fer aa any connecsion with other NFS nembers 
was possible, an attempt was made to convince the inmates of the can» that all 
conceivable steps to rescue them were being teken by the Americans. The people 
believed this --= and the bitter end of Plattling and Dachan is famitier. Threuga 
the incapacity of NTS to save the members cf ROA from compulsory repatriation. 

a decided disapvointment in the former circles of HOA became apvarent end NYS 
lost more and more ef its membership among former military men, A larce part 

of the responsibility for this situation Ley with the Americans, whc, having 
insufficient knowledge of the situation, allowed themselves to be atvieed at the 
time by Soviet liaison officers. 


The apprehension of the NTS heads in 1944 by the Gestapo should alse be men- 
tioned. After repeated remonstrances on the part of Viaesov's stefi. cn which 
there were many members of NTS, they were freed again at the beginning of 1945. — 
During the period of imprisonment, varied rumors circulated concerning the basis 
of the arrest, and this incident vuaderstandably won symathy for NPc. At the 
very least, the reagon was of a political nature. As already menticned, NUS 

had taken great pnins to install ite members in the administration cf the 
eastern territories. In doing so, commodities were rather: >romptly dispatched 
from the eastern territories to Germany, which Lacled thase comnodities. As a 
reason for the arrest, then, the large leather shicments from the White Ruthenian 
Goveranent to Germany came to Light. Since there were no »olitieal cbjections to 
the Jiberation of the arrested NPS nenbere, the arrested scersons were freed to 
oblige the Viassov Cause and the  :roceedings were susnended. Some cf the freee 
persons fell es rictime o7 2 banb attac’ in Pilsen shortly tefore the termination 
of the war- 
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Broa the defensive pvoint of view, NTS follewed the poliey of the clenered 
fist in the pocket during the war. Segardless of the gocd or bad qualities 
of Germamr as on ally in the battle for the liberetion of Russia, ever? 
opponent of the Soviet Union, from a purely militery point of view, would 
find himself in the same situation in case of m ccnflict. Since the Soviets 
will call uo the entire arsenal of patriotic slogens for the strengtheaing 
of their defense, all political grouvs with a mortidly emphasized anti-Soviet 
national resentment need strict surveillance and comnand. 


After the collapse, NIS produced auch »ropaganda ebout its supposedly very 
rreat battle losses against Stalin as well as against Hitler; nevertheless, 
shese assertions seemed greatly exaggerated. Whoever ant whatever migat in 
the last analysig be to blame, there is a sharp break noticeable between ROA 
and the NTS members. Recently, attemots have beer. made to repair this break, 
sinee these two grows could supplement one another very well. Both represent 
the young generation which is capoble of taxing over the reins, and in this 
respect NPS could ideologically aad organizationally bridge the gaps aaong RCA 
meabers to best advantage. For this reason, the Soviets orobably will leave 
po stone untwrned to prevent an association anc. arreenent between the two 
organizations. 


Ydeologically, ZS represents a social {not socialistic) republic with strong 
e«phasis on the "slite" idea; an elite which has elready been selected and 
trained will later assume power. Of all the groups and movements, the 
Solidsrists (that is, NTS) have the clearest and test outlined ideology to 
offer. in spite of many later changes, the inilucnee of Fasciem and nation- 
alism is unmistakable, and this influence is continually charged against NPS 
‘by i¢6 opponents. The bulk of NTS contains mary good elements; nevertheless, 
the command at present cannot be described as being unobjectionable. 


Although the information service has heretofore seemed week, the tetal activity 

of NES 4g considerable. Like WMS, NTS ie trying to unite the emigrants under 

4ts command. In this endeavor, it can rely chiefly on comuittees in tae British 
Zone and in the vrovinces of Gross-Hessen and Wirt temberg-Bacen. The most 

intense activity in this connection emanates from Hamburg. WPS owns e rather 
iumortant press and in this respect is far ahead cf almost all other organ! zations. 
1% 4¢ obvious of late that the center of gravity }ies in the United States, where 
the command sleo has its headquarters. The reception of the organization's cou 
mander by President Truman save NZS a stout weupor. and an increase in prestige that 
should not be underestimated, especially cince this was the first end only recep~ 
tion of a representative of the emigration.

New emigrants also belong to it, although the young blood is still extremely 
weak, The League refuses to join in a comion fight for the liberation of Russias 
not only with the Monarehists but also with NTS. The movement has a strong 
literary character. Leading figures are: Kerenski, Chernov, Nikolayevskd , 
Dalin, Sensinov, Karpovich, Abramovich, and Pirogeov (the flier who flei the 
Soviet Union in 1948).

From 1944, these two organizations were headed by KONR (Konitet Osvobozhdenivay” ~

ROA consists chisfly of former members of the 
Red Army uho, either as prisoners or deserters. came inte the hands of the 
Germans. Old enigrents also fougiit in ROA; this was one of the rare case in 
whieh old and new emigrants stood shovlder to shoulder without too sen friction, 
although united only in destroying the Soviets. Concerning what waa to be done 
after the Soviets had been defeated, the opinions were widely diverrent. It was 
not surprising, therefore, that after the German collapse the old hetarageneity, 
inereased by the growth of several new groups, agein appeared. Nevertheless, 
the era of ROA continues » an era of the comnon fight against Bolshevisn, of 
the erouth of the power of the enigration through unity in battle. 
Originally this was the largest geoun of new emigrants. However, the larger 
part of the menbership has been repatriated, “n the average, the remainder is 
not especially friendly to the Soviets, bul also not particularly interested 
politically, Parts belong to ROD (er KONR} cireles but are without theirs oun 
leadership and uniform politicel orlientet+ion,

53, General Peter von Glasenapp belongs at the noment to the most frecuently 
rrentioned but also the most opposed faction of the emigration, He clains 
to be the suecessor of Vlassov, but the majorit; of the auiprants deny aia 
the rivht and abllity to assume this rele.

The SAP organ, Nashe Vremya, was suecteded by the nonarchistieally in- 
elined Ma Porclone Tacbtin Sher [lilolai Chuthnov). After the emigratioa

Rosati, is edited by Tenserov, aias Vetlugin. elias Pusancy, Tenserov, 
4 new enigrant, vas formerly a lieutenant colcne] and eldef of the defense 
staff of ROA. He is a teacher of mathenaties » highly intelligent and 
anbitious, who vorked at journalsam and propaganda not only with SAF ‘but 
also in the Central Agency of Russian Emigrants in Bavaria.

-For the purpose of preventing Cormunist infiltration of SAF, a walle 


functioning counterintelligence apparatus has becn established. Heovever ? 
since it is in the hands of a man like Kelugin, whose rele is not yeu 
entirely elear, such an apparatus could, under certain circunstanees, ave 
tragic results. 


In the election of delegates on 1 May 1949, on the occasion of the setond 
conlerence of the representatives of the Busseian emigration in the 0S Zone 
of Germany, the List No. 1 (candidates of SAF and of RONDD, an ideslozical 
group of SAF, with the monarchisi; Dr. Sergei Yurev as hoad candidate) 
registered a decisive victory.

H. CONCLUSION 


After World War I, tha main centers of emigration were located in Paria, 
Berlin, Prague, and the Balkans, and Paris was unqvestionably considered the 
"sapital" of Russian emigration. On the other hand, the less heavily setsled 
centers in Harbin and Shanghai led their own lives and maintained only slight 
contact with Paris. Emigration to Africa and America was very inelerificant 
at that tine. 


World War II brought about 2 complete change, in that a large rart of the 
European center mo longer was in Seviet hands. Since the invasion of Man-- 
churia by the Soviets and the Commmist war in China, the centers in Harbin 

amd Shanghai rmat be regarded as having been wiped out. Paris, after the 
Gernan occupation, lost its former role as "eepital" of the enigreticns while 
j% is still the headquarters of several old organizations, it has no tiss with 
the new enigration, which is very weakly represented there. During and after 
the war, the now emigration gathered in Germany, where the majority of the 
organizations originated, To Munich, especially, fell the former role of faris. 


The mass migration to overseas countries, which began later and has not yet 
ended, is responsible for further changes. At present, the organizations axe 
not keeping pace with the movement of the masses and a great aumber of the old 
organizations can be expected not to emerge arain in their old form. Organ- 
izations such az SAF will hardly te able to survive overseas in theiz previous 
forms nor are they Likely to remain in Germany, since they scon will not be 
ble to count on the presence of a significant mass there, New York already 
ia taking over the role of “aris. Another imortant center has arisen in 
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Argentina, and Morocco and Austrailia are paining in importance. There are 
definite signs that from the ranks of the so-celled. “third emigration” 
leaders can be expected to émerge very scon.
